Government Explains 
Prohibition Status 


An official government statement 
crom Otiawa says: : 

“Any province muy, f it wishes, en 
act legislation prohibiiiag iis own cit. 
izens from purchasing liquor for per- 
sonal consumptien or from having 
liquer on the x premises, .and thus 
overcome or shorten. the interregnum 


tatien of liquer. Thp siatement is in 
explanation of the rescinding of. the 
prohibition order-in-council and sets 
forth the difficultiés of the government 
in regard to temperance legislation, 

“Under the logislation persed at the 
last session of parliament a provmce 
can absolutely prevent the importa- 
tion of liquor into the province for 
beverage purposes by either of the two 
methods: ‘ 

(1) By the provincial legislature | 
requesting a vote on the question and 
by the majority of the electors in the 
province voting in favor of prohibit- 
ing the importation of such liquor. 

(2) By the province enacting leg- 
‘slat‘on prohibiting its own citezens 
from eithcr purchasing liquor for per- 
sonal consumption or from having 
liquer on their premises. If such a 
law were passed the Doherty act 
would automatically apply, prohibit- 
ing the importation for beverage pur- 
poses; or if any province desires to 
prevent the importation, pending a 
vote being taken under the first after- 
native, they might, pending such a 
vote, prohib't any of their citizens 
from purqhasing for beverage pur- 
poses or from having liquor on their
